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WO FRIEZES BY 
G. M. ELLWOOD 



Mr. Ell wood, whose designs for a 
dining-room will be fresh in the memory of our 
readers, shows here two ideas for a frieze. 

One is based upon the Argus pheasant, that 
most astonishingly beautiful of birds. These 
birds, which are found in the Malay Peninsula, 
and are familiar to visitors to our Zoological 
Gardens, are remarkable for the array of metallic 
eye-spots on the wings, and for a general gor- 
geousness. Such a subject gives an artist a rare 
chance of working in splendid colour. This 
frieze is designed either to leave a plain wall 




space or to be continued down to the dado as 
shown. 

The 'Sir Tristram' is to be executed in gesso 
— in low relief, coloured and gilded, and enclosed 
in a severe architectural setting. This is but 
one of a series of panels which together form a 
frieze illustrative of La Belle Isault. 
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
